The Chancellor’s Office has officially changed the 
schedule of fees and fines on overdue library books to 
become effective Feb. 1, 1971. The purpose of 
imposing these fines is, of course, to encourage 
prompt return of library materials so that others may 
use them. The funds collected do not remain with the 
library or the College, but are deposited in the 
General Fund of the State 

The major change in the fines is in the area of 
reserve books. The 2 hour overnight and 24 hour 
books rate has been changed to .25 per hour overdue 
Three-day and one-week books remain at the .25 per 
day overdue, and the regular two-week loans 
increased to .15 per day overdue. A maximum of 
$10.00 has been placed per item overdue 

Lost books will result in a charge for the 
replacement cost of the book plus a $3.35 service 
charge for the 1970-71 year. Fines will also be levied 
when applicalbe. The service charge is subject to 


change each year, depending upon actual costs 
involved. Damage or mutilation of books and other 
library materials may result in charges from .50 up to 
replacement of the cost of the volume, plus the 
service charge P 

A complete schedule of the new fee and fine 
charges are posted throughout the library. Library 


patrons are encouraged to become acquainted with 
theses new schedules for their own protection

This paper (sic) has often had occasion to criticize the illustrious and 
ignoble Chancellor. Never, to my knowledge, have we priased him. 
tHowever, as much as it may later grieve our conscience, we must now 
break with that tradition. For the Chancellor's office has recently 
drafted a proposal which, if adopted by the Trustees, will finally enable 
this college to share in the prestige long held by many of the major 
colleges and universities throughout the nation 

The proposal which evokes such enthusiasm?-To increase the parking 
fees from $13 per semester to $21. This is a definite step in the right 
direction even if it is only a halfway measure. Ideally we would have an 
increase two or three times that amount. But then we can't expect the 
Chancellor to propose such a radical change all at once 

Nevertheless, the benefits derived by increasing the fee even a mere 
eight dollars per semester (the pay Jots would be increased from $.25 to 
$.35) are themselves at least a significant step forward 

Firstly, the increase would help us gain the prestige we have lacked so 
long. Bringing us more in line with the parking fees charged at other 
leading institutions throughout the country, the increase would be a 
definite aid in the pursuit of excellence in higher education here at SSC 
It is now difficult to hold up our heads respectably in discussions with 
friends from the more prestigious institutions - Collumbia, Yale, 
Michigan even the California Universities - whose academic prominence 
has long been recognized by the presence of decent respectable parking 
fees. With the increase in charge at the pay lots t6 $.35, no longer 
would we be subjected to the catcalls of being merely a two-bit campus 
We could finally deman@ the respect we have so sorely lacked in the 
past 

Secondly, the fee would help us rid ourseives of those students who 
attend college just for the hell of it, filling up parking spaces, and 
therefore classroom space, which could be much better used by the 
serious students who want to learn. By increasing the fee these 
lackadiasical students would turn away by the carload thereby leaving 
more parking spaces and hence classroom spaces for the more serious 
students who wouldn't mind paying a little more to get their 
diploma-their ticket into the real world of fame and fortune 

Thirdly, and most important of all, this proposal would make a 
fantastic contribution towards the preservation of our environment 
Many students, faculty, administrators and staff would seek other 
modes of transportation rather than pay such a fee to park. We would 
no longer have to deal with smutty polluting automobiles befouling our 
campus air. Instead the campus would be dotted with beautifully 
colored bicycles and tricycles. The bookstore could sell roller skates 


and pogo sticks

Anderson's invitation to 
unclassified graduate students 
marks the first time in nearly 
three years that students from this 
group have been admitted so 
readily to the college. Previously, 
only graduate students with 
master’s degree objectives were 
given any kind of priority in the 
admissions program 

‘‘Graduate students teacher, 
professional engineer, middle-level 
management person-—who want to 
attempt college courses at 
Sacramento State should enroll 
now, as the open door policy will 
probably be revised next fall due 
to budget cuts.”

On January 12 of this year, nine 
of 17 California State College 
student mewspapers published 
critical editorials about the 
direction of the state college 
system and asked for the 
resignation of Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke. Sacramento State College 
was one of those colleges. Several 
days after the editorial appeared 
in print, responses from various 
sources began to trickle in to the 
State Hornet offices. Because the 
editorial caused some interesting 
response, though no concrete 
rebuttal to the charges contained 
in the editorial, we decided to 
publish them along with the 
original editorial as it appears in 
the middle of this page. Responses 
were received from E.Guy Warren, 
chairman of the California State 
College Board of Trustees, the Los 
Angeles Herald-Examiner and 
from William J. McGarvey, 
chairman of the Statewide 
Advisory Council.

As the schism between state college students and faculty and the 
chancellor's office grows, it is apparent that the gap is beyond bridging. 
There is just one viable method of closing the irreconcilable division: 
Chancellor Glenn §. Dumke must go. 

it would be in the best interests of the students, faculty, and 
administrators of the colleges. members of the Board of Trustees and 
the citizens of the state «f California for Dr. Dumke to resign 
immediately. If he refuses, the trustees should remove him. 

This is not a conclusion arrived at lightly. It is a serious thing to ask a 
man to leave as prestigious and important a job as that of state college 
chancellor. But it is precisely because it is so prestigious and important 
a job that we must demand a better man. 

Dr. Dumke has misused his power as chancellor, allowing himself to be 
manipulated by politicians. He has helped “reverse politicize” the state 
colleges, turning them into instruments of the political right. 

No doubt conjuring up visions of Clark Kerr, Glenn S. Dumke jumps 
when Gov. Reagan tells him to. 

The evidence that Dr. Dumke has been a poor chancellor is apparent 
in his action and inaction. The roster includes: 

Utterly failing to convince Gov. Reagan and the state legislature to 
allocate adequate funds for the state colleges to maintain high quality 
education. 

Formulating grievance and disciplinary policies which virtually 
eliminate the time-honored tradition of faculty peer judgment, kill local 
campus autonomy, reduce the power of a college president to govern 
his own campus, and set up Dr. Dumke as a virtual dictator. 

Proposing revisions in the method of granting tenure which would 
encourage faculty mediocrity and discourage student participation in 
such decisions 

Tacitly supporting Fresno State College President Norman A. Baxter 
in his immoral purge of liberal members of the Fresno State faculty. 

Black balling Dr. Otto Butz from the permanent presidency of SSC, 
although Dr. Butz was the overwheiming popular choice of students, 
faculiy and administrators at the college. 

Attempting. unsuccessfully, to have Thomas Hayden barred frorn 
speaking on the SSC campus last spring in defiance of the right to free 
speech and public assembly. 

Successfully squelching the alternative educatien curriculum to 
receive academic unit credit by means of a memorandum to the college 
president during last spring's campus disorders. 

Stopping progress on SSC’s new Day Care Center because he feels 
that student association money needs the guiding light of his wisdom 
before it is spent, which in this case further delays the much nesded 
center, 

And, most important, Dr. Dumke has failed to stand up and speak 
on behalf of the colleges he administers at a time when those colleges 
are under attack from al! sides. He has left higher education without an 
articulate spokesman. 

Dr. Dumke has done nothing to defend the state colleges against 
outrageous, unfounded, virulent attack. He has done nothing to counter 
the absurd contentions of some politicians that are torch-wielding 
cretins, faculty bumbling, frustrated revolutionaries and administrators 
cringing jellyfish. 

In short, Dr. Dumke has done little to raise the quality of higher 
education in this state and less to bolster the confidence of his 
underlings—the students, faculty and administrators.

From the commercial newspapers right into your lap! 
Sacramento State basketball trouble is brewing again and this just 
following the release of the Desmond Report. Supposedly the 
problems within the athletic department had been solved or at 
the very least placated. But now charges of “unfair’’ are being 
linked with the name of one of the principles in last year’s racism 
turmoi!. He is no other than Jack Heron, varsity mentor of the 
Green and Gold hoopsters. 

Reportedly three blacks have quit the team because they haven't 
been getting enough playing time. Their contention is that their 
talent as basketball players is just as good as those currently 
getting most cf the playing time. Most fans can readily attest to 
the validity of their argument, even though our opinion, in the 
eyes of the school, amounts to little more than a hill-o-beans. 
Maurice Woodard has one of the softest touches of any on the 
ceam. Thurman Lewis rates next to nobody in rebound prowess 
and the value of Joe Carr as an inspirational spark in addition to 
his fine play at guard is insurmountable, but apparently Heron 
feels differently. 

The ugly smear of another racism charge is easily explained 
away by the fact that Joe Carr, the only black to remain with the 
team last year following the walkout, is one of the players 
presently erabroiled in SSC’s athletic frying pan. 

For sometime now athletics at this school have been in the 
limelight and not particularly because of the games we win or 
lose.

An interesting phenomenon is taking place in the state colleges. Plans 
are in the works to spend additional funds on pilot studies about the 
feasibility of radically changing the orientation of a state college 
education. 

This comes on the heels of the news that there is a tremendous deficit 
between education funds the Governor proposes in his budget for the 
state colleges and wha‘ the colleges are asking for to maintain the 
current level of educational operations. 

The Governor proposes 315 million while the colleges ask for 369.3 
million. A quick check reveals a gap of 54.3 million between what 
Reagan and the colleges feel are the financia! needs of higher education. 
Now on top of this Chancellor Dumke is initiaiing pilot studies to see if 
change is possible within the state colleges. He has publicly stated that 
in the first phase of his new plans, additional funds will be necessary, 
but that it’s possible under his new plan to create more revenue for the 
state colleges, though he cannot be sure. Our question is where is that 
money going to come from? 

Provided the Governor and the state colleges resolve their differences 
over the budget allocation and part of the 54.3 million is restored to 
finance a current standard, Dumke’s request will surely take money 
away from an already financially-troubled system. 

Dumke, who as Chancellor, is responsible for seeing that the state 
colleges are funded adequately and has so miserably failed over the past 
few years, now has the unmitigating gall to take additional monies away 
from state colleges which are fighting desperately to maintain high 
standards of instruction. 

Since the Chancellor is solidly entrenched in his post, an alternative 
means of insurrection, other than his dismissal, must be sought. One 
possible way is to see that the pilot studies fail, and this must be the 
avenue of our dissent. 

Dumke’s plans for changing the state colleges is not only financially 
risky, but politically motivated to disarm the state colleges of their 
political voice in California.

follows trend 
toward day 
care 


Seattle, Wash.—(I.P.)—A_ pilot 
plan for the pessible operation of 
a Child Care Center for students 
at the University of Washington 
was proposed recently to student 
leaders by University President 
Charles E. Odegaard. 

Dr. Odegaerd emphasized that, 
since financing of the proposal 
involves the use of special student 
fee income obtained from all 
students, there should be a clear 
indication of student support for 
the plan. 

In a letter to Rick Silverman, 
president of the Associated 
Students, and Charles Anderson, 
president of the Graduate and 
Professional Student Senate, Dr. 
Odegaard outlined the pilot 
project proposal. It provides for a 
maximum of 60 children between 
the ages of 2% and 6, operating 
five days per week in a 
pre-fabricated building to be 
erected at the southeast corner of 
Union Bay Village. 

The Physical Plant Department 
estimates that the cost of a 
pre-fabricated building with 
necessary facilities and equipment 





would cost approximately 
$178,000. An operating budget 
for the first year has been 


estimated at about $90,000. This 


would include an executive 
director, a head teacher, three 
other teachers, a cook, medical 


consultation and student helpers. 
The student leaders have been 
requested to assess the attitudes of 


students toward the use of the 
special student fees for this 
purpose and to join with an 


administrative and faculty group 
in the immediate future to discuss 
the desirability and feasibility of 
establishing such a child care 
program at the University. 

This pilot plan does not meet the 
“demands” made last spring by 
the Campus Community Coalition 
for University Sponsored Child 
Care for a “free, client-controlled 
child care facility and service for 


students, staff, faculty and 
members of the larger 
community. 


Dr. Odegaard pointed out that 
“the University is not a general 
welfare agency and cannot assume 
responsibilities for providing 
welfare services to members of the 
larger community.” 

He also pointed out that the 
University would need 
authorization and funds from the 
State Legislature to provide child 
care services for faculty and staff.
